The three young scientists 
responsible for the invention 
appeared before the Commise 
ston. They were Professor John 
Turner Randall, of King's Col- | 
lems, London, Dr Henry Albert ! 
Howard Boot, und Professor 
James Sayers, both of Birming- 
ham Univeraity. . : 


Ther counsel, Mr Lionel’ 
Heald, told the Commission that 
‘their invention, known as the 
“envity magnetron,” formed “the 
henrt of the extension and de- 
velopment of the radar system.” 
The: “cavity magnetron” was in- 
vented by Professor Randall and 
Dr Boot in the first winter of the 
war .and: disclosed to the Ad- 
mlralty jn February, 1940, Pro- 
fessor Snyers later devised aon 
“important improvement,” which 
was disclosed to the Admiralty 
in August, 1041.
